It was said that 
President Roosevelt had roasted the Control- 
ler of the Currency and had practically taken 
away all of Mr. Ridgely’s patronage. The 
purpose of these stories was obvious, being 
intended to soften the blow caused by the 
President's decision not to appoint Hogan. 

The President did not take the patronage 
away from Mr. Ridgely, and, in fact, could 
not do so, because the Controller of the Cur- 
rency cannot be removed by the President of 
the United States at all, but is by law sub- 
ject to removal only by impeachment. The 
President and Mr. Ridgely parted on the best 
of terms, and there is authority for saying 
that during the entire interview there was 
no serious difference of opinion on any sub- 
ject. The only person who was ina bad way 
was Dan Hogan. 

The President was prepared to appoint him 
in spite of the opposition of the two Illinois 
Senators, and would undoubtedly have done 
so had it not been for the charges filed by 
various persons and thoroughly backed up 
by President Warren of the Chicago Board of 
Trade.

SUBSIDY BILL UP IN SENATE. 


Frye Urges Bounty to Vessels as Neces- 
sary for Commercial Supremacy 
of the Nation. 


Washington, D. C., March 3.—The Senate 
today began consideration of the shipping 
bill—a measure to provide for ocean mail 
service between the United States and for- 
eign ports and the common defense; to pro- 
mote commerce and to encourage deep sea 
fisheries. 

Mr. Frye, chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce, made the opening statement in 
support of the bill. The policy of protec- 
tion, which has been applied, he said, to 
American industries with such beneficent re- 
sults, had not been applied to the shipping 
industry. The result of this shortsighted 
policy had been the decadence of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine and the consequent 
humiliation of Americans engaged in the 
shipping industry. 

Mr. Frye asked who was going to carry the 
$487,000,000 of exports in the event of a war 
between Germany and Great Britain. 
“Why,” said he, ‘“‘the farmers and the 
manufacturers and the wage-earners of the 
United States would pay a penalty equa! to 
that paid by either of the contending par- 
ties.’’ 


Nearly All Fast Boats Subsidized. 


Mr. Frye sought to show that this condl- 
tion of things was caused by American 
wages, which increased the cost of ships for 
the foreign trade at least 25 per cent. He 
detlared that of all steamships in the world 
of fourteen. knots and upward 80 per cent 
are subsidized by the countries whose flags 
they carry. Of sixteen knots and upward, 
he said, all but six in the world are heavily 
subsidized by the countries whose flags they 
float. The nations paying those subsidies, 
he declared, did so for the purpose of ex- 
tending their trade, and for hothing else. 

‘* Trade cannot precede the mail,” said he. 


‘* The mail must precede the trade.” 


Mr. Frye contended that there is not a na- 
tion on this earth that needs markets for 
its surplus products more than the United 
States. 

Mr. Frye said that in two years the enact- 
ment of the pending bill would increase the 
expenditures in American shipyards §$40,- 
000,000. Mail subsidies amounted to nearly 
$3,000,000 a year and would act as an offset 
to the $6,000,000 that would be paid in subsi- 
dies to American shipping. .

$150,000 for the erection of a public building 
at Green Bay, Wis.

NO ACTION ON COBANDUSY 


REPUBLICAN HOUSE CAUCUS IS 
ADJOURNED ONCE MORE. 


Opponents of Cut in Tarif Are Heard— 
Tawney and Morris of Minnesota 
Argue Against Proposed Reduction, 
but Agree to Payment of a Rebate to 
the Planters—Peril for Party Urged 
as Reason for Proposal—Protection 
in Danger. f 


Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]— 
Long winded speeches by two Minnesota 
Representatives, Tawney and Morris, com- 
pletely tired out the Republicans who at- 
tended the conference on the reduction of 
the tariff on Cuban sugar and tobacco to- 
night, and the meeting adjourned until 
Thursday without action. 

No attempt was made to reach an agree- 
ment and on the surface all was harmonious, 
but it is evident that the Republicans are 
more at sea tonight than ever before. Those 
who represent the sugar beet interest of the 
West clafmed when the conference adjourned 
that they were gaining strength, and, as an 
evidence of this, point to the fact that no 
conclusion was reached tonight, when it was 
predicted before the conference that the 
proposition advanced by the Ways and 
Means committee, making a 20 per cent re- 
duction, would be agreed upon. 


Tawney Explains Rebate Plan. 


Representative Tawney consumed nearly 
two hours in explaining his rebate scheme, 
which was changed in several important 
particulars. His proposition as now ad- 
vanced provides for a rebate of 20 per cent 
to be paid in the shape of a bonus to the 
Cuban government, to be distributed to the 
native cane growers at the rate of 70 cents 
a ton on cane, making a rebate of approx- 
imately $7.50 a ton on sugar. . 

It is proposed to make this rebate retro- 
active, to be paid from Nov. 1 last, the dis- 
tribution of the funds to be made under 
regulations made by the United States and 
Cuban governments. 

The old exploded theory that if concessions 
were made to Cuba other countries could 
claim from the United States under the fa- 
vored nation clause all the privileges granted 
to Cuba, was brought into the discussion to- 
night. 

Representative Morris made a long speech 
in opposition to a reduction of any kind in 
the tariff. The State department long ago 
successfully took the ground that a reci- 
procity treaty was a matter of barter be- 
tween two nations which could not possibly 
be affected by the favored nation clause, and 
all the reciprocity treaties under the Mc- 
Kinley law were negotiated on this

Political disaster to the Republican party 
in the beet sugar States was predicted if the 
tariff on sugar was lowered for the benefit 
of the Cubans when another solution was 
open.

Woodstock Citizens Inclined to Doubt 
Genuineness of Attack, After Which

A fainting fit, followed by a series of con- 
Yulsions, thoroughly tested Ear! Bllsworth’s 
nerve in the Woodstock jail yesterday. The 
funeral! of his parents the day before had been 
a strain, and when Attorney V. 8S. Lumley 
began questioning him about the shooting in 
which his father and mother and Amos W. 
Anderson lost their lives he succumbed. 

Upon recovering from his fainting fit 
young Ellsworth -became so violent four 
men were required to keep him on the couch 
in Sheriff Keyes’ sitting-room. Dr. Fred- 
erick C. Page was summoned and admin- 
istered a hypodermic, after which the young 
man quieted down for ‘a few minutes. A 
second attack of convulsions was followéd 
by another hypodermic, which put him to 
s.eep. Elisworth rested well, and yesterday 
afternoon seemed to have recovered his 
spirits. 

‘“*I do not know what caused the attack,” 
said Dr. Page, ‘‘ but am inclined to attribute 
it to nervousness. The young man was worn 
out and low in spirit. There was nothing to 
indicate he ever had suffered from anything 
of the kind before. As for it being a touch of 
insanity, such a theory or suggestion seems 
foolish.”’ 


Citizens Are Skeptical. . 

Citizens of Woodstock placed little faith 
in the genuineness of the fainting spell. 
They insisted it was a scheme on the part 
of Ellsworth’s attorneys to show he was 
weak-minded and possibly insane. 

Attorneys for the prosecution assert they 
have enough evidence to send Ellsworth to 
prison. They do not stop at the charge of 
his being an accessory before the fact, but 
‘ go far as to allege he had something to 

o with the death of his father. 

Attorney D. T. Smiley, who has been en- 
gaged by State’s Attorney L. D. Lowell to 
aid in the prosecution of Ellsworth, said:

Springfield, Ill. March 3.—[Special.J]—A 
shortage amounting to $32,000 has been dis- 
covered in the accounts of Frank W. Cottle, 
cashier bf the State Bank of Elkhart, and 
the bank has been closed. 

It became apparent last week that the ac- 
counts of the cashier were in bad shape, and 
the directors of the institution were called 
to Springfield to consult with State Auditor 
McCullough and State Bank Examiner Mc- 
Clellan, who made the examination of the 
books and discovered the discrepancies. 

Cashier Cottle today turned over to the 
bank a quitclaim deed for a farm of 160 

acres near Elkhart, worth at the lowest esti- 
mate $16,000, and a note for $9,000 against 
the John D. Gillett estate. Both the farm 
and the note are in litigation, and the value 
of the security is in question. 

_ When Examiner McClellan last December 
Made the annual examination of the insti- 
tution’s books, apparently what were little 
discrepancies were found, and Cashier Cot- 
tle was called upon for an explanation. His 
books were balanced, but the explanations 
furnished were not satisfactory and aroused 
the suspicion of the Auditor. Consequently 
Examiner McClellan went back to the bank . 
Jast Wednesday and began a searching in- 
vestigation. 


Deposits Short $32,000 


the general ledger showed a neeecind on 
deposit of about $16,000. whereas the bank 
reaily had over $59,000 on deposit, as shown 
by the balances on the individual accounts. 
Of this $59,000 over $11,000 was represented

William Faversham in “A Royal Rival” 
is the dashing hero of a hundred romantic 
novels that have flooded the market in the 
last year, and from the reception given him 
last night at Powers’ Theater bids fair to 
ride upon the crest of the wave that has 
made the tale of adventure and intrigue 
popular. ‘A Royal Rival” is the kind of 
story in which cavaliers have always hand 
upon sword hilt, in which one incident of 
adventure fairly treads upon the heels of 
another; where heroines are abducted and 
rescued in swift succession; where villainy 
is rampant and love and chivalry always 
triumphant. 

It is difficult to say whether it was the 
play or the actor that pleased the rather 
limited first night audience. Faversham 
carries off well his part of Don Ceesar de 
Bazan, the adventurous nobleman, and yet 
possibly shows no more talent than is abso- 
lutely demanded from one who assumes to 
lead a company presented under Frohman 
management. His easy manner of earrying 
off the honors in his company without as- 
serting himself or strutting through the part, 
as so many of the swash-buckling and 
sword-pricking heroes are wont to do, is 
gratifying. 

But, after all, there is no real reason why 
“A Royal Rival” should have been written 
or presented on the stage.

STILL SERIOUS AT PATERSON 


New York, March 3.—Not a Western train 
, entered the Grand Central Station this after- 
‘noon orevening. All were stalled somewhere 
along the line or delayed by the floods. Noth- 
ing came down the Hudson River division 
except the local trains. At the station it is 
said that not even a report of the trains due 
could be had because of the condition of the 
wires. The Eastern express, due at 8:45 
o'clock tonight, had not been heard from at 
9 o'clock, and the officials said they did not 
know where it was. The day express, due at 
7, Was not reported. The Chicago limited, 
due at 6:30, and the Southwestern limited, 


* nothing about. There was no knowledge of 
where the New York and New England ex- 
press, due at 2:55 o’clock in the afternoon, 
was. 
The Chicago express was due at half-past 
1 o'clock, but no report of it had been ré- 
ceived.

Four Lost Trains Located. 


It fs known from other than railroad. 
sources, however, that four of the “ lost” 
trains are submerged between Castleton and 

Schodach. 

Four large passenger trains are stalled 
there in the flood, one of the trains being the 
Empire State express. The waters have 
risen so high about them*“that the cars are 
submerged to the roofs, and heavy ice is 
pounding them hard, threatening their dem- 
olition. 

A work train from Hudson, which went to 
the assistance of the other, is also caught in 
the flood and cannot move in either direction, 
the locomotive fires being extinguished. — 

Passengers Rescued in Boats. ‘* 

The passengers, on the Empire State ex- 
press were badly frightened, having to re- 
main in the cars several hours during the 
night, the ice battering the cars, while the 
water was up to theseats. They were finally 
rescued from their perilous position by row- 


The rush of the waters and heavy ice over 
the docks and along the railway tracks 
ewept many small buildings away, destroy- 
ing them completely. Should a strong north 
wind spring up nothing could save the stalled 
passehger coaches and the locomotives from 
being destroyed by the rushing ice with the 
immense water power behind it. 

Miles of Track Ice Covered. 

The flood situation on the Mohawk division 
of the Central Hudson is the most serious in 
the history of that road. Near Sprakers 2,000 
feet of track have been washed away, and it 
will take several days to repair it. 

Between Little Falls and St. Johnsville fs 
another serious washout, and for several 
miles great quantities of ice are piled over the 
tracks several feet deep. 

At Oriskany about two miles of track have 
been covered with ice and some of the road- 
bed has been washed away. 


Roadbed Washed Away. | 

Between Fort Plain and Palatine Bridge, 
for a distance of three-quarters of a mile, the 
New York Central’s roadbed washed 
away. At points both east and west from 
Fort Plain the bank between the Mohawk 
River and the Erie Canal has been. washed 
away and the two bodies of water are now 


one. 

Two Lives Are Lost. 

The floods have caused much damage in 
the Catskill Mountains, where many bridges 
and roads have been washed away. Two fa- 
talities are reported at Kingston. Michael 
Barrétt of:-Fieischmanns, while fixing a 
footbridge across a .stream alongside his 
house, slipped and was carried away. Mrs. 
Mattie Palethrop of Walden fell into Wall- 
kill Creek and was drowned. 

§ix- Drowned at Passaic. 

Six lives are known to have been lost in the 
flood at Passaic lastnight. Theold Outwater 
bridge, connecting Passaic with Outwater’s 
Lane, in Bergen County, went down, carry- 
ing with it six men whose identity is un- 
known. The men were standing on the bridge 
watching the water when the structure part- 
ed inthe middle. - ~~. 


 §till Serious at Paterson. 
The situation at Paterson is still Ferious.

OTLAW POPS AND CALLS 


SUPREME COURT JUDGES UPHOLD 
THE ILLINOIS 


Declare Legislature Did Not Exceed Its 
Powers — Appeal of A. V. Booth 
Passed On, Justice Harlan Reading 
the Opinion—Members of Board of 
Trade Say This Is End of Privilexe 
Trading Here Till Statute Be 
Amended or Repealed.

The Illinois law against trading,in puts 
and calls—a system ’of‘insurance against an 
advance or decline in-the wheat market—has 
been upheld. by the United States Supreme 
Court, the decision being on a case carried 
to it from the Illinois Supreme Court! early 
last year by Alfred V. Booth, the defendant: 
The case originated in Justice Waterman's 
court in March, 1900. In every intermediate 
court the finding adverse to the defendant 
has been sustained. BRAY 

Prior to the campaign against privilege 
trading made by President Warren of the 
Board of Trade two years ago the violation 
of the Illinois law, which for a number of 
years had been a dead letter on the statute, 
books, was open and general. When, how- 
ever, the Board of Trade ruled against puts 
and calls in this market so far as its own 
membership was concerned the plan of trans- 
ferring the scene of operations to Milwaukee 
was devised. The base, however, remained 
in Chicago, though gradually the business 
fell into a disrepute which materially re- 
stricted its volume. There was a dislike on 
the part of a majority of the membership to 
evade the IHinois law or: the rules of the 
Board of Trade by wiring the orders to Mil- 
waukee and having them executed there;

Opinion Read by Justice Harlan. 

In the course of his opinfon, Justice Har- 
lan, who read the decision of the Supreme 
Court yesterday, said: 

“ We cannot sey from afiy facts judicially 
kriown to the court that the prohibition of 
options to.sell grain. at.a future time has, 
in itself no possible relation to the suppres- 
sion of gambling in grain. contracts in re- 
spect of which the parties contemplate only 
a settlement on the basis of differences in 
prices. 

“Perhaps the Legislature thought that 
dealing’ in options to gell or buy at a future 
time, although not always or necessarily 
gambling, may have the effect to keep out 
of the market while the options last the 
property which is the subject of the options 
and..thus assist purchasers to establish {dr 
a timhe what are known as corners, whereby 
the ordinary and regular sales or exchanges 
of such property based upon existing prices 
may be interfered with, and’ persons who 
have in fact no grain and do not care to han- 
die.any are enabled -to practically control 
prices.: Or the Legislature may have thought 
that options to sell or buy. at a future time 
were, in their essence, mere speculations in | 
prices and tended to foster a spirit of gam- 

“In all this the Legislature may have been 
mistaken. If so, the mistake was not such 
as to justify the conclusion that the stat- 
ute was a mere cover to déstroy a particular 
kind, of business. not inherently .hanmful or 
immoral. It must be assumed that the Leg- 
islature was of the opinion that an effectual 
mode to suppress gambling grain contracts 
was to declare illegal all options.to sell or 


to buy at a-future time. The court is une- 
ble to say that the employed were 
not appropriate tothe end sought to be at- 


tained and which it was competent for th 
State to accomplish. 
Affirms Illinois Decision. 

“We are unwilling: to declare these views 
of the State court to be wholly »without 
foundation, and theréfore cannot adjudge 
that the Legislature of ‘Illinois transeended 
the limits of constitutional. authority when 
enacting the statute in question. In reach- 
ing the conclusion we have recognized the 
principle long-established and vital in our 
constitutional system that the courts may 
not strike down an act of legislation as un- 
unless it be plainly and palpa- 

ly so. 

f The statute here involyed may be wise. 
But an unwise enactment is not necessarily 
for that reason invalid. It may be, as sug- 
gested by counsel, that the steady, vigorous 
enforcement of this statute wiil materially 
interfere with the handling or moving of 
a vast amount of grain in the West, which 
is disposed of by contract or arrangements 
made in the Board of Trade in Chicago. But 
these are suggestions for the consideraton 
of the Illinois Legislature. The courts have 
nothing to do with the mere policy of legis- 
lation. The judgment of the Supreme Court 
of Illinois is affirmed.” 

Repeal of Law the Only Way Now. 
.A. V. Booth, ‘the member who loses his 
case, said: 

“It appears to be all off with privilege 
trading in Illinois, though it is still legal in 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, and New 
York. The larger markets in all these States 
have a ‘put’ and ‘call’ trade. The only 
thing now is for some interested parties to 
take steps to have the Illinois law repealed.

Supreme Court Ruling in De- 
troit 3-Cent Fare Case 
Held Decisive. — 


CONTRACT RATE STANDS. 


Decision Is That New ‘Ordinance 
Reducing Compensation 
Cannot Be Enforced.

‘Chicago cannot. enforce its ordinance re- 
ducing the price of gas to 75 cents a thou- 
sand, according to representatives of the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company, who 
. base. their opinion upon a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court yesterday in 
the Detroit three-cent fare case. 
| The ruling in the Detroit case declared 
illegal an ordinance reducing the street car 
fares to three cents and ordering universal 
transfers. It. was held that the original ordi- 
nance was a formal contract between the 
city and the traction company, and that ac- 
tion by one party to the contract could not 
interfere with the rights of the other party 
on as essential a point as the rate of fare. 
The case pending against the gas company 
in this city is declared. exactly the same as 
the Detroit case. Here, too, the original con- 
tract fixed a. price which.the company was 
permitted to charge, and the ruling that the 
‘city must stand by its agreement is held by 
the gas company’s attorneys equally appli- 
cable to the local situation. Y eet 


Ruling of Supreme Court. _ 

The. Detroit ordinance has been in the 
courts since its passage in 1899, during the 
Pingree administration. Justice Peckham 
read the decision of the Supreme Court in 

ashington yesterday. He said: . 

“ The rate of fare is among the most ma- 
terial and important of the: terms and condi- 
tions which might be imposed by the city in 
exchange for its consent to the laying of 
railroad tracks and the running of cars 
thereon through its streets. It would be a 
subject for grave consideration and confer- 
ence between the parties, and when deter- 
mined by mutual agreement the rate nat- 
urally would be regarded as fixed until an- 
other rate was adopted by a like agree- 


‘ment. 


“It would hardly be credible that cap- 
italists about to invest. money in what was 
then a somewhat uncertain: venture, while 
procuring the consent of the city. to lay its 
rails and operate its road through the streets 
in language which as to the rate of fare 
amounted to a contract and gave the com- 
pany a right to charge a rate then: deemed 
essenflal for. financtal ‘sticcess ofthe 
enterprise, would at the same time consent 
that such rate then agreed upon showld bé 
subject to change from time to time at the 
whim or caprice of a Common Council. 


Neither Alone May Change Fare. 


“Nor does the language of the ordinance, 
which provides that the rate of fare for one 
passenger shall not be more than five cents, 
give any right to the city to reduce it below 
the rate of five cents established by the com- 
pany. It is a contract which gives the com- 
pany the right,to charge a rate of fare up to 
the sum of five cents for a single passenger, 
and leaves no power with the city to reduce 
it without the consent of the company.”’ 

In concluding his summary of the case 
Justice Peckham said: 

‘We are then brought to the question of 
the reservation in the ordinances themselves. 
An examination leads us to the conclusion 
that not one of them provided or was intend- 
ed to provide for a power to alter an agree- 
ment in relation to the rates of fare entered 
into between the parties... The right from 
time to timie to make such further rules, or- 
ders, or regulations as to the Common Coun- 
cil may seem proper cannot be held to extend 
to the alteration of.a contract as to the rate 
of fare which shall be charged for the trans- 
portation of passengers. 

“* We think. as was. stated by the court be- 
low, that this reservation permitted the city 
to make further rules or regulations than 
those contained in the ordinances in regard 
‘to all matters incident to the construction 
and operation of the road.’ Such regulations 
are not invasions of the contract rights of 
the company and are just and reasonable. 


Vital Portion of Agreement. 


“ The fixing of rates is, as we already have 
said. among the most vital portions of the 
agreement between the parties contained in 
the ordinances. It cannot be supposed for 
one moment, with regard to a right so 
fundamental in its nature, that there was 
any intention to permit the Common Coun- 
cil in its discretion to thereafter make an 
alteration which might be fatal to the 
pecuniary success of the company. 

‘‘The ordinances of 1890 are, so far as 
this; record shows, the first wherein the 
Common Council has assumed to make any 
change in the rates of fare without;the as- 
sent of the company. From 1862 until 1890 
there seems to have been no gttempt to 
exercise this alleged power of alteration by 
the Common Council without the consent of 
the railway company. This in itself is a 
strong implication of the want of any such 
power under the various reservations sect 
forth in the foregoing statement of facts 
and contained in the ordinances specified.” 

“We have thus answered the chief ob- 
jections of the city to the maintenance of 
this action. Some others have been made, 
which we have examined, but do not think 
it necessary to further refer to. them than 
to say they are in our opinion not well 
founded.” ; 

Counsel for Gas Company Talks. _ | 

Speaking of the decision in the Detroit case 
and its bearing on the gas cases in this city, 
James F. Meagher, counsel for the gas com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

“In the case of Chicago against the gas 

company, whereby an attempt was made to 
enforce an ordinance fixing the price of gas 
at 75 cents a thousand, the company set up 
the plea that such an ordinance was in viola- 
tion ef the charter and former ordinances of 
the company. wherein the cost was fixed at 
a higher figure. The gas company claimed 
that this charter and these ordinances were 
contracts, just as the Supreme Court has de- 
clared the original Detroit. ordinances were 
contracts, and the 75 cents a thousand ordi- 
contracts just as t three-cent eo 
nance in Detroit wasié Molatidn ‘6? con- 
tract.

BOERS LE CAPTIVES 


FEB. 25 ARE RELEASED. 


Lord Kitchener Reports for the First 


the Convoy Near Klerksdorp, in 
Which His Forces Lost 632 Men in 
Killed, Wounded, or Captured— 
Burghers Beaten Off Twice, but the 
Third Time They Succeed. 


CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, March 3.—A dispatch to the 
War ‘office from Lord Kitchener says that 
Colonel Anderson, who commanded Von 
Donop‘s convoy and escort, which were cap- 
tured by the Boers near Klerksdorp on Feb. 
25, and nine officers and 245 men have ar- 
rived at Kraaipan. The following is a sum- 
mary of the informal. agcount ‘of’ the affair 
which so far has come to hand:. 

On the night of Feb. 24 the convoy camped 
twelve miles from Klerksdorp. The march 
was resumed on Feb. 25. When ten miles 
from Klerksdorp the advance guard received 
a heavy rifle fire from the scrub. It was so 
dark that only the flashes of the rifles were 
. visible. Fhe éarfvoy closed up and the in- 

fantry drove off the Boers after a sharp 
action and resumed the march. 
Fighting in Close Quarters. _—_.. 

A second attack was .delivered on the 
British left fank. The Boers fought in a de- 
termined manner and got within 100 yards of 
the British. Some of the wagons stampéded, 
but the infantry drove the Boers off a, sec- 
ond time, and the march was again resumed. 

The rear guard was again attacked in 
force and begged for a gun. At this mo- 
ment the Boers boldly charged; interposing 
between the left flank of the guard and the 
convoy, stampeding the mules in all direc- 
tions and throwing the infantry into-con- 
fusion. The Boers took advantage. of this 
by riding down separate units of the escort. 


British Fight Gallantly. 

The troops fought gallantly for two hours. 
The guns and pompom used up most of the 
ammunition. All the mounted troops, 200 
in number, came out from Klerksdorp to 
assist their comrades, but were held in check 
by a force of Boers who held a position be- 
tween them and the convoy until they saw 
the mules stampeding over the country and 
realized that the convoy had been captured. 

Lieutenant Colonel Anderson adds that the 
strength of the Boers was estimated at from 
1,200 to 1,700. Commandants Delarey, 
Kemps, Célliers, Lemmer, Wolmarans, and 
Potgieter were all present. Commandant 
Lemmer is said to have been killed. 

The commando consisted of a rapid con- 
centration of almost all the commandos in 
the western Transvaal, which no doubt had 
been ordered as soon as the convoy was seen 
leaving Wolmaranstad. 


American Mules the Best. 

LONDON, March 3.—A parlamentary pa- 
per was issued tonight regarding the re- 
mount department in south Africa. It ré-. 
fers to the American mules as being the 
“ best received from any source, magnificent 
workers, and: kept in condition. under. the 

“most adverse circumstances.” The Ameri- 
can horses, the report says, varied greatly, 
but the majority were excellent. — 

The paper shows continual conflict through- 
out the war between the Generals at the 
front, appealing for horses, and the officials 
of the War office, who were endeavoring to 
limit the number of horses sent out. 

The paper then sets forth complaints from 
the War office of the wastage of horses 
through the inefficiency of the remount de- 
partment, and Mr. Brodrick wired in No- 
vember “‘ we cannot continue indgfinitely to 
send from 10,000 to 12,000 remounts a month 
to be used up by column co ders in a 
few days.”

AN EDUCATOR GONE. 

The death of Colonel Francis W. Parker 
removes a conspicuous figure from Chicago 
educational circles. He was head of the 
Cook County—now the City—Normal 
School from 1885 to 1899. Then he organ- 
ized and ‘became principal of the Chicago 
Inetitute—now the University School of 
Education — founded by Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine. He thus gave direction during the 

“last seventeen years to what*may perhaps 
be properly styled the two most important 
efforts of the West to advance pedagogical 
methods, especially with reference to the 
public schools. Many of his students were 
drawn from a wide field. He was much 
before the general public at educational 
gatherings, and some of his writings gained 
favorable recognition abroad. 

He was a dynamic personality. He held 
‘strong opinions and exhibited great energy 
in giving them effect. So trie, indeed, was 
this that timid persons who disagreed with 
him were often overborne. He provoked 
sharp criticism. He often lacked tact. His 
appreciation for some branches of human 
‘development, especially those relating to 
artistic expression, was seriously lacking. 
His best friends recognized in him regret- 
able shortcomings. It would not be easy, 
however, to find another educator who has 
been regarded with such sdmiring confi- 
dence and such ardent loyalty as have been 
felt toward him by the great body of his 

igtadents and by many paredts. 

He had an enthusiastic temperament and 
always preserved an idealistic attitude to- 
ward children and their education. He 

to make the school a happy place, 

especially to give scope to spontaneity.

asked him whether he would advise that 
her son should study Greek and Latin in 
college. “If you think it will help him to 
do good in the world, yes; otherwise no,” 
was the only reply. 

Colonel Parker has left a lasting impress 
upon the spirit of the public school system 
of this city, and many of “his” teachers 
are putting into praetice his‘ spirit and 
principles in other States of the union. He 
was a frontiersman in educational advance, 
and few men in this country have, during 
the last few years wielded greater influence 
than he in respect to primary education. 


BEET SUGAR BOUNTIES. 

For several years many of the European 
states which are large producers of bect 
sugar have been making efforts to get rid 
of the bounty system which has built up that 
industry. ,.They have appreciated the fact 
that while that system has created an enor- 
mous industry which is of great value there 
are some economic features connected with 
the development of that industry which are 
altogether undesirable. The consumers of 
sugar in beet sugar countries pay high 
prices for it because of the bounty system 
and their consumption is limited. The peo- 
ple of other countries in which the immense 
surplus stocks of the beet sugar manufac- 
turers are offered for sale at ridiculously 
low prices are great sugar consumers. Ger- 
mans, Frenchmen, and Austrians tax them- 
selves that Englishmen may have cheap 
sugar. 

Previous attempts to get rid of the boun- 

ty system have failed. It is much easier 
to establish such a system than it is to get 
rid of it. The difficulty was all the greater 
in this instance because of the inability to | 
secure harmony of action on the part of* 
producers. No one of them was prepared to 
stop unless all the others did so. A few 
years ago the German govertiment contem- 
plated independent action, but changed its 
mind. 
At last, as the result of a conference 
which has been in session for some time 
at Brussels, several of the beet sugar coun- 
tries have agreed to abolish bounties, com- 
mencing a year from next September. If 
this agreement shall be carried out in good 
faith the cane sugar producers of the world 
will be given a chance to live. They have 
been driven to the wall by the competition 
of beet sugar. These men of the tropics 
have had nature om their side, but have 
been unable to stand up against the knowl- 
edge and energy of the men who, stimulated 
by bounties, have produced sugar on so 
grand a scale in northern Europe. 

This beet sugar industry has had far- 
reaching consequences. But for it and 
the low prices it forced the cane sugar 
producers to accept there would not in all 
human probability have been a Cuban in- 
surrection a few years ago. It was the 
pressure of poverty quite as much as of 
Spanish misgovernment that caused a re- 
yolt which led up to the acquisition of the 
Philippines by the United States. 

The cane sugar industry in the British 
West India Islands has been ruined by 
the beet sugar rivalry. The pressure 
brought to bear by the people of those is- 
lands on the British government for coun- 
tervailing duties on that sugar, so as to 
make a market for their product, has been 
great. It seemed as if that government 


was on the point of yielding to it. The 


fear of a partial exclusion from.the profit- 
able English market may have contributed 
somewhat to the formation of this plan 
to get rid of bounties. ‘ 

If this agreement shall be carried out 
the Cuban sugar planters will be gainers. 


‘There will be some advance in the price 


of beet sugar sent to foreign markets. The 
price at which that sugar has been offered in 
foreign markets has governed the price 
paid to Gubans, But under any circum- 
stances these planters will need that reduc- 
tion in the sugar duties the President is 
so anxious they shall have. They must 
not be made to wait a year and a half 
to find out how much they will be benefited 
by this agreement for the partial abolition 
of beet sugar bounties, if it shall be carried 
out. 


SMOKE ABATEMENT IN CLEVELAND, 
Every reference to the work of reducing 
smoke in Cleveland is likely to prove in- 
structive. It is the town where a well con- 
sidered method of dealing with the smoke 
nuisance was first adopted in this country, 
and the fact that such action dates only 
from July, 1900, merely illustrates how 
dilatory great cities may be in respect to 
their serious interests. Indeed, with the 
exception of St. Paul, no other city has 
even yet aligned itself with Cleveland in 
this matter, and St. Paul has only done so 
within four or five months. ; 

In the Outlook Professor C. H. Benjamin 
recites his procedure and success—which 
have been referred to at earlier dates in 
these columns—in coping with this subject 
in Cleveland. His staff consists of but 
three assistants and a clerk: At the start 
he began to make a systematic card cata- 
logue of all the boiler plants of the city 
and this has now been completed. It shows 
over 1,000 separate plants, operating nearly 
2,200 boilers. At the same time the city 
has been divided into districts, and from a 
commanding view point in each systematic 
readings are constantly made of the be- 
havior of chimneys. These records are 
transmitted to proprietors, and with saith 
exact data in hand offenders are urged to 
make improvement. They are given sug- 
gestions as to equipment and furnished with 
information concerning the practicability 
and economy of securing complete combus- 
tion by proper appliances and careful “* fir- 
ing.” The value of these efforts is indicated 
by the fact that since the date mentioned 
over 200 smokeless furnaces of various 
gorts have been installed in the city, and 
practically all new power plants are ade- 
quately equipped for avolding . offensive 
smoke. 

As-a result, too, of like systematic inspec- 
tion of the behavior of locomotives, and 
of reports to the firemen and railroads con- 
cerned, black smoke from this source ap- 
pears to have been reduced at least by half 
on railroads in the city—an improvement 
due almost entirely to more careful “ fir- 
ing.” The department has also begun recent- 
ly to deal with tugs and other steam craft, 


Professor Benjamin naturally makes no 


reference to his own qualifications for di- 
recting this work, but those qualifications 
comprise the secret of the success realized. 
He was before appointment and still is a 
professor in the Case Technical School of 
Oleveland and is a man of high profes- 
gional attainments. When Chicago places 
the matter of boiler inepection and smoke 
abatement in the hands of a man of that 
stamp the local smoke problem will begin xo 
yield.

CHICAGO AS A BANQUETING RESORT, 

The tour of Prince Henry hasbeen the 
indirect occasion of a sparring match be- 
tween the Philadelphia and Baltimore pa- 
pers as to the proper cookery of the terra- 
pin, or “ the gem of the Chesapeake,” as it 
is sometimes rather flamboyantly desig- 
nated. Terrapin “in Philadelphia style” 
was one of the dishes at one of the New York 
banquets. The compliment to Philadelphia 
was characterized by the press of that city 
as “a deadly blow at Baltimore, calculated 
to arouse all the slumbering wrath of the 
monumental city, which figures so incon- 
se in Prince Henry’s itinerary.” 
To which the Baltimore American replies 
somewhat testily: “If the New York chet 
had decided to put scrapple before Prince 
Henry as the piéce de résistance, then it 
would have been all right to cook it in 
Philadelphia style, which means frying it 
on both sides in butter of a sort that no 
self-respecting cook would allow in the 
kitchen for a single moment, But to cook 
terrapin as Philadelphia cooks it is to make 
it taste and look like a beef stew that has 
seen its best days!” 

It probably mattered little to Prince Hen- 

ry in what style the terrapin was cooked. 
It is possible that like some other people 
he may have a private opinion of terrapin 
which, if it were publicly known, would 
not be flattering to Baltiniore. In_ this 
same connection the New York Times 
mournfully exclaims: “If now it were only 
the season for Hudson River shad.” . The 
Boston Journal boastfully sets forth the 
merits of pork and beans, Cape Ann turkey 
with pork scraps and “ry’ ’n’ injun,” the 
New England “ biled ” dinner and pie, with 
which the royal guest will be feasted when 
he arrives there. 
' All this goes to show the disadvantages 
under ‘which cities labor whose best dishes 
are of a local character. No Chicagoan 
should decry the shad of New York, the 
terrapin of Baltimore, the scrapple of 
Philadelphia, or the beans and codfish and 
boiled dinner of Boston. Each is well 
enough in its way and in its own place, 
but how much more satisfactory it must 
have been to the Prince last evening to sit 
down to a banquet where there was no dish 
indigenous to Chicago, but where. he could 
find the dishes of all localities provided by 
this cosmopolitan market, and even the 
dishes of his own land made in the style 
to which he has been accustomed, Chicago 
boasts no special dish in its menu. It takes 
the best from everywhere by reason of its 
extraordinary market advantages. 


A FATAL DEFENSE. 


There is an obstinate man in the Bur- 
lington (Vt.) jail who has been there for 
seven months, simply because he will not 
give the name of the woman—a friend of 
his—who violated the prohibitory liquor 
law by furnishing him some spirits. This 
man says he will stay, in jail all his life 
sooner than bring pénishment on this wom- 
an by revealing her name. There are some 
extremely stubborn men in Vermont, and 
this than Cilley may be one of them, 

It is quite certain that if this Vermonter 
had been in the shoes of that Dr. Burnett 
who has just been sentenced to fifteen 
years in prison for aiding and abetting in 
the suicide of his paramour, he would not 
have made the defense the Chicagoan did. 
That individual, in his attempt to escape 
being held responsible for this suicide, 
turned the jury against him. He put on her 
the responsibility for everything. He de- 
scribed the woman as the temptress and 
himself as her helpless, unresisting victim. 
Lady Mary Wortley Montagu spoke con- 
temptuously of Adam as having eaten the 
apple like a glutton and then told about it 
like a scoundrelly informer. She would have 
used much stronger language of such con- 
duct as that of Dr. Burnett. Not satisfied 
with painting the character of this dead 
woman in the blackest colors, he dragged 
in the names of two other women and 
sought to injure their reputations. 

It is more than likely that if the defend- 
ant had kept his mouth shut the verdict 
would not have been a severe one, or the 
jury would have disagreed. There were 
no precedents to go by. He who urges or 
assists andther to commit self-murder un- 
questionably is an accessory to the crime, 
From an ethical point of view, the person 
who, knowing that another intends to com- 


prevent the commission of that crime is 
deserving of reprobation. The courts have 
not been called on to deal with these ques- 
tions of suicide agreements, and have not 
laid down rules concerning them, and it 
is doubtful whether the testimony in this 
case would have convinced the jury that 
the defendant was an accessory before the 
fact to the self-murder of Mrs. Nichol 
had it not been for a defense which the 
jurors looked on as unmanly. The defend-~ 
ant would have acted more discreetly if he 
had imitated this man in the Burlington 
jail and kept silent about the woman. 


THE PUBLIC VS. THE STREET CAR. 

What are the rights of a “ person about 
to cross a street railway track ” contrasted 
with and differentiated from the rights 
of the street car proceeding along that 
track? This is the question to which the 
Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals has re- 
cently addressed itself. The result may be 
said to be a decided victory for the “ person 
about to cross.” 

It is held that the street car has no more 
Tights ‘than other vehicles, that a street 
railway is not a highway, and that. its 
owners have only an equal right with the 
traveling public to the use of the street. 
From this principle it follows directly that 
unless unusual speed is. permitted by law, 
the speed of a street car must be consistent 
with the customary use of the street by the 
public, and any greater speed is, at least, 
evidence of negligence. 

It is pleasant to know that a State Su- 
_preme Court has so held. It is also rather 
pleasant to a Chicagoan to think about 
places where people have to devise means 
of protecting themselves against street car 
companies which are determined to carry 
thelr passengers to and from work with 
“excessive rapidity.” But it is not only 
that an excessively rapid street car is guil- 
ty of negligence. The court has gone 
further and has found that it the “ person 
about to cross ” fails to look and listen for 
an approaching street car, he is not negli- 
gent “as a matter of law.” He may be 
negligent as far as his own physical com- 
fort is concerned, but, “as a matter of 
law,” he has not been negligent at all, for 
“the public has the same right to cross the 
track as the street car has to go along it.” 
It is evident that there is nothing in this 
about which the general public will com-

| assigned to the street car. It must not only 


refrain from treating the street as if it were 
its private property; it must also exercise 
great care in its relations with all persons 
and vehicles. 

This is the law in Virginia. At the same 
time it might not be well: for Chicagoans 
who are crossing the corner of Lake street 
and Fifth avenue to give up their habit of 
watching the street cars. In fact, they 
should be earnestly advised not to give up 
the habit. The Cook County courts may 
not agree with the jurists of Virginia. 
And, besides, escaping accidents is more 
profitable than trying to get damages. As 
long as there are surface cars in the down- 
town district, the “ person about to cross ~ 
should keep his eye firmly fixed on them 
and leave legal theories to the bar and the 
bench,

Lord Perth made his home in a small 
cottage at Kew, one of the suburbs of the 
British metropolis, and lived there in the 
most modest way with his daughter and but 
One servant—it was all they could afford. 
Lard Perth was twice married, and by his 
first marriage he had two sons, the elder of 
Whom died in infancy, while the younger, 
Who used to be known as Viscount Forth, 
Was @ source of the most cruel disgrace and 
Sorrow to his fine old father. For Lord 
Forth, after being dismissed from the army 
for. gross cowardice, displayed as an officer 
of the Black Watch Regiment at the battle 
TY the Xima, in the Crimean war, married 
Mise Mary Capell, a niece of the then Bar!
